In hundreds of ways, the Government of Canada is at 
your service. 


The federal government administers Family 
Allowance and Unemployment Insurance programs. 
It shares the cost of education and health services 
with the provinces. Its programs range from managing 
our national parks to providing help for farmers and 
business persons. The federal government is working to 
meet the needs of all Canadians. 


This guide attempts to present the main types of 
services offered by the federal government to all 
Canadians. These services have been grouped by 
themes that correspond to particular needs and activi- 
ties. For instance, if you would like information on 
programs dealing with environmental protection, look 
under the heading Environment. Should you want 
information regarding employment, the sections 
entitled Careers in the Public Service and Work may 
be of interest to you. 


The list of services in this guide does not pretend 
to be exhaustive. You are encouraged to obtain more 
detailed information through the federal information 
services listed at the end of this publication. Informa- 
tion officers working with individual government 
departments will be able to assist you and provide you 
with the information requested. 


The federal government is here to serve you. 


Well-being 


Ensuring the well-being of all Canadians is a prime 
concern of the Government of Canada. As consumers, 
our health and safety are protected by laws regulating 
the quality of the foods we eat, the products we use and 
the services we require. Monthly payments help mothers 
provide for the immediate needs of their children. As 
well, the services available to senior citizens have 
increased to better ensure their well-being. 


The following programs and services testify to the 
federal government’s interest and concern for the well- 
being of all members of the Canadian family. 


Consumer Aid 


All of us are consumers... 
from the four-year-old buying 
a chocolate bar to the young 
couple purchasing a television 
set to the millionaire having 
his Rolls Royce serviced. 


A most important role of the 
federal government is to pro- 
tect the interests of the con- 
sumer. This protection is in 
the form of laws that have 
been developed by many gov- 
ernment departments. 


Whether at the bank, the gas 
station, the supermarket or at 
home, these laws are working 
to protect you. Legislation 
ensures that a bank will not 
fold up in the night and dis- 
appear with your life savings; 
measuring devices on service 
station gas pumps are checked 
for accuracy; the quality, pack- 
aging and labelling of food 
comes under close scrutiny, 
and potentially hazardous 
products must bear a warning 
on the label, that indicates if 
the product is flammable, 
poisonous, explosive or corro- 
sive. In addition, items such 

as baby rattles, television sets, 
micro-wave ovens and artificial 
fireplace logs are tested for 
safety. 


This determination to protect 
the consumer can best be 
appreciated when one consid- 
ers that each year, approxi- 
mately 1.5 million inspections 
are carried out by government 
inspectors. 


Despite these efforts, you may 
find yourself faced with a prob- 
lem resulting from the pur- 
chase of goods and/or services. 
If you are getting little co-oper- 
ation from the vendor, you can 
seek help from a neighbour- 
hood store-front consumer help 
office or the Consumers Asso- 
ciation of Canada (consult your 
telephone directory), or 
contact:

This department also has many 
interesting pamphlets and 
brochures available on such 
subjects as poisons in paint 
and pottery, how to become a 
consumer snoop, labelling on 
products, and advertising. Of 
particular interest to parents, 
might be Packaging to protect 
your child, Curiosity and the 
Toy, and Car seats keep kids 
safe.

Family Allowances 


If you are a parent or a legal 
guardian and you are a Cana- 
dian citizen, a landed immi- 
grant or a non-immigrant who 
has paid income tax for not 
less than a year, you may have 
the right to receive a monthly 
Family Allowance payment 
from the federal government. 
This payment is usually made 
to the mother for children 
under the age of 18 who reside 
in Canada. The allowance will 
be paid under certain pre- 
scribed circumstances to resi- 


dents of Canada living abroad. 


The government has provided 
for annual increases in the 
allowance in accordance with 
increases in the cost of living. 
The Family Allowance is tax- 
able as income.

Day Care Centres 


If you are interested in obtain- 
ing facts on day care centres, 
the federal government can 
assist you by providing infor- 
mation through the National 
Day Care Information Centre. 


This centre acts as a clearing 
house for available material on 
day care centres and gives per- 
sons and groups the oppor- 
tunity to exchange ideas and 
information. A series of pam- 
phlets, information kits, fact 
sheets and newsletters are 
available. 


In addition, Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation may, 
under certain circumstances, 
give financial assistance for 
setting up a centre.

Services for 
Senior Citizens 


As Canadians, senior citizens 
can benefit from the numerous 
programs and services that the 
federal government offers to 
all citizens. In addition to 
these, there are other programs 
that exist specifically to meet 
the economic and social needs 
of our senior citizens. 


Old Age Security 
Benefits 


All persons 65 or over, who 

are Canadian citizens or legal 
residents and who meet the 
residence requirements, are 
entitled to an Old Age Security 
pension. The amount of the 
pension is tied to the consumer 


price index, with adjustments 
taking place every three 
months. However, if the cost of 
living drops, the amount of the 
pension will not be reduced. 
The pension is not paid auto- 
matically — you must apply for 
it. 


You may also be entitled toa 
Guaranteed Income Supple- 
ment. This is a monthly pay- 
ment added to your Old Age 
Security pension provided you 
have little or no income, other 
than your pension. Your 
spouse’s income will be taken 
into consideration when the 
amount of the supplement is 
calculated. 


Your spouse may receive a 
Spouses’ Allowance if he or 
she is between 60 and 65 years 
of age and your combined 
incomes do not exceed an 
amount specified by the 
government.

New Horizons 


New Horizons is a program for 
senior citizens who prefer to 
remain actively involved in 
community life. 


With federal government cash 
grants and a minimum of red 


tape, projects embracing a 
wide range of activities have 
been made possible. Some 
projects already undertaken 
include the development of 
museums and libraries, publi- 
cation of cookbooks, help for 
children and teenagers and the 
production of television and 
radio programs for senior citi- 
zens. 


To be eligible for a grant, you 
must be part of a group with no 
fewer than 10 volunteers who 
are willing to serve as directors 
of the project. The majority of 
the directors must be retired 
from the labour force, and the 
direction and management of 
the project must clearly be in 
the hands of retired persons.

Reduced Fares 


If you are planning a trip by air 
or rail, you will be interested 
to know that Air Canada and 
Via Rail Canada offer discounts 
on fares to persons 65 and 
older. 


Currently, Air Canada offers a 
10-per cent reduction on all 
domestic flights and, for con- 
venience, reservations can be 
made in advance. Via Rail 
Canada’s discount ranges from 
10 to 20 per cent on rail tickets 
of six dollars or more. 


Since the policy on discounts 
changes periodically, check 
with your nearest Air Canada 
or Via Rail Canada office when 
planning your trip. 


Services for Veterans 


In recognition of their contri- 
butions, the Government of 
Canada provides many impor- 
tant services to veterans of our 
Armed Forces and, under cer- 
tain conditions, to their fami- 
lies. 


These services include the dis- 
ability pension, the war vet- 
erans allowance, the treatment 
services program, and the 
special housing assistance 
program. 


In addition, training assistance 
as well as counselling for 
veterans experiencing prob- 
lems of adjustment to changing 
social and economic conditions 
are available.

Production of Food 
and Non-Food Items 


All of us have no doubt read or 
heard of a tragedy resulting 
from food poisoning or the 

use of a particular drug. 


One aim of the federal govern- 
ment is to eliminate health 
hazards so Canadians can live 
in a healthy physical and social 
environment and have access 
to safe and effective health sup- 
port products. Through regular 
inspections of establishments 


! and examinations of products, 


the government attempts to 
ensure that industry complies 
with federal standards con- 
cerning the production of 
foods, drugs, cosmetics, medi- 
cal devices and radiation- 
emitting devices. 


You can help by advising fed- 
eral officials if you feel the 
safety of a product is question- 
able. As a matter of fact, the 
Health Protection Branch of 
the Department of National 
Health and Welfare responded 
to 5,700 consumer complaints 
in 1977.

Non-Medical Use 
of Drugs 


Because of the threat to physi- 
cal, mental and social health, 
all Canadians should be con- 
cerned about the dangers of 
the non-medical use of drugs. 


The federal government shows 
its concern by working con- 
tinually to discourage the mis- 
use of drugs and thus reduce 
the incidence of health prob- 
lems associated with drug 
abuse. It encourages, in co-op- 
eration with private organiza- 
tions and community groups, 
the development of projects in 
the areas of prevention, reha- 
bilitation, treatment, informa- 
tion and education. It also sub- 
sidizes research projects 
designed to contribute to a 
reduction in the use and mis- 
use of drugs, tobacco and 
alcohol.

Welfare Grants 


To promote improvements in 
welfare services and self-help 
activities, the government 
provides financial assistance, 
consultation, information and 
advice to governmental and 
non-governmental agencies, 
including citizens’ organiza- 
tions, for short-term research 
and other project activities. 
As well, funds are available to 
individuals for advanced 
studies in social work. Some 
research activities that have 
been funded by the government 
include new projects directed 
toward the aged, separation 
counselling and rehabilitation 
programs.

Other Social and 
Welfare Programs 


All provinces have programs 
that provide for social assis- 
tance to persons in need and 
their dependants. The federal 
government, through the 
Canada Assistance Plan, pays 
50 per cent of the cost of pro- 


viding assistance and welfare 
to those persons who qualify. 
In addition to items of basic 
need, assistance may include 
items of special need, non- 
insured health care services 
and costs of homes for special 
care. Provision is also made 
for homemaker services, day 
care and community develop- 
ment, counselling, rehabilita- 
tion and adoption. 


Information on such topics as 
child welfare, youth services, 
adoption, rehabilitation ser- 
vices, and family and commu- 
nity services can be obtained 
by writing to:

Work 


An important aspect of our daily life is work. The 
federal government recognizes this by offering many 
services and programs to the employed, the unemployed 
and the employer. Regardless of one’s participation in 
the labour force — be it in farming, an office, a factory 

or fishing — every Canadian has the support of the 
government. 
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Workers and Jobs 
Canada Manpower 
Centres 


A cross-country network of ap- 
proximately 440 Canada Man- 
power Centres (CMCs) offers 
both employers and workers a 
wide variety of programs and 
services. These include infor- 
mation on available jobs; 
counselling for job-seekers re- 
garding employment and re- 
lated matters, including how to 
look for a job; counselling for 
the disadvantaged and special 
need groups, e.g., native and 
youth; aptitude testing; spe- 
cialized services to students, 
and intensive efforts to help 
Unemployment Insurance (UI) 
claimants find employment. 


The typical CMC has a Job 
Information Centre (JIC) where 
workers can make job choices 
from openly displayed job 
cards or listings and then con- 
tact a counsellor. Since a 
majority of workers want only 
information about job vacan- 
cies, this concept of self-service 
has now become an integral 
part of the CMC operation. The 
JIC also offers a short course 
on how to look for a job (Crea- 
tive Job Search Technique). 


Creating Jobs 


The federal government oper- 
ates programs designed to 
encourage potential employers 
to create jobs and thus reduce 
the number of unemployed. 


The Canada Works Program 
encourages local organizations, 
partnerships and corporations 
to sponsor labour-intensive, 
non-profit projects. To be eli- 
gible for funding, projects must 
not employ persons already 
employed nor improve pri- 
vately-owned property or du- 
plicate existing facilities or 
services. 


The Young Canada Works 


Program, a student summer 
employment program, encour- 
ages organizations to submit 
proposals leading to summer 
employment for students. 


The Local Employment Assis- 
tance Program (LEAP) supports 
projects that create employ- 
ment for people who would 
otherwise be unlikely to find 
work. LEAP projects, which 
can be funded for up to three 
and one-half years, should 
raise the level of work skills of 
socially disadvantaged and 
chronically unemployed people. 


The Summer Job Corps Pro- 
gram encourages federal 
departments and agencies to 
create short-term jobs for 
young people, primarily stu- 
dents, with challenging work 
experience for career and 
educational development. 


Job Experience Training (JET) 
helps unemployed young 
people take that first step 
toward becoming permanent, 
productive members of the 
labour force. Through co-oper- 
ation by business, youth and 
the government, JET will pro- 
vide up to 26 weeks of practical 
work experience for new 
entrants to the labour market 
and the government will reim- 
burse the employer for 50 per 
cent of the employee’s wages 
or $1.50 per hour, whichever 

is less. 


In addition, the federal govern- 
ment operates CMCs for stu- 
dents each spring and summer. 
Staffed by students, more than 
300 of these student CMCs 
provide information on employ- 
ment available in government 
or private sectors, advise on 
language training, cadet and 
other student programs, and 
refer young people to summer 
job openings. The government 
also co-ordinates all federal 
student and youth employment 
programs, and conducts an 
annual advertising campaign to 


encourage Canadian employers 
to hire students during the 
summer months. 


Mobility of Workers 


The government wants to en- 
sure that workers whose skills 
are not needed in their home 
areas can respond to job op- 
portunities in other parts of the 
country. People who are under- 
employed, unemployed or 
about to become unemployed 
may be eligible for grants when 
they travel in search of em- 
ployment, accept temporary 
work elsewhere or relocate for 
permanent jobs. Travel grants 
are also available for Canada 
Manpower trainees. 


Manpower Training 
Program 


The objective of the Canada 
Manpower Training Program 
is to help adults acquire the 
skills needed for better paying, 
steadier and more satisfying 
jobs, and to provide the skilled 
workers needed by Canadian 
employers. The government 
supports training in two ways. 
The first approach is to pur- 
chase institutional training 
courses from colleges and vo- 
cational schools, most of which 
are operated by provincial au- 
thorities. Enrolment is through 
CMCs. Full-time trainees re- 
ceive a training allowance or 
Unemployment Insurance (UI) 
benefits and may be eligible 
for commuting or living-away- 
from-home allowances. The 
second approach is to enter 
into a contract with an em- 
ployer to assist in the training 
of employees. Under such 
contracts, the Canada Man- 
power Industrial Training 
Program reimburses the em- 
ployer for the direct cost of 
training and for a portion of 
trainee wages. 


Unemployment 
Insurance 


Of course unemployment is a 
worry. Fortunately, most work- 
ers in Canada are covered by 
Unemployment Insurance. 
When they are temporarily out 
of work, they have the right 

to apply for UI benefits to help 
pay the bills and buy the things 
they need. 


Unemployment Insurance bene- 
fits are not automatic. To 
qualify, you must have worked 
a certain number of weeks and 
you must be looking for an- 
other job. Since December 4, 
1977, the number of weeks of 
insurable employment one 
needs, varies from 10 to 14 
weeks depending on the rate of 
unemployment in the economic 
region in which you normally 
live. These weeks must fall in 
the last 52 weeks or since the 
start of your last claim for 
benefits. This is called your 
qualifying period. 


Special benefits differ. To apply 
for benefits when you are sick 
or injured, pregnant or reach 
age 65, you must have worked 
in insurable employment for 

20 weeks in your qualifying 
period. 


There are many brochures 
available on the suject of 
Unemployment Insurance. 
These include UI and you: 
when you reach 65; A baby 
bonus it’s not (about maternity 
benefits); UI and you: How to 
file your Claim; and So you 
don’t agree? (about appeals). 


Social Insurance 
Number 


When applying for a job, a 
potential employer will ask if 
you have a social insurance 
number (SIN). If you don’t have 
one, visit your local Unem- 
ployment Insurance Commis- 
sion (UIC) office to complete

the application form. You must 
provide documentary proof of 
your identity as a Canadian 
citizen or a landed immigrant. 
If you are a Canadian citizen, 
you would submit, for example, 
your birth certificate or a cer- 
tified copy of it and one other 
piece of identification, which 
could be your driver’s licence, 
passport or baptism certificate. 
A landed immigrant should 
submit, for example, his or her 
Canadian immigration identi- 
fication record and one other 
piece of identification. 


Because the UIC cannot be 
responsible for the safety of 
original documents sent 
through the mail, you are en- 
couraged to bring them in 
yourself. 


The booklet entitled The Social 
Insurance Number Guide, can 
provide you with all the infor- 
mation you will need, to apply 
for your social insurance 
number.

Please note that the 
Department of Manpower and 
Immigration and the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Commis- 
sion have become the Canada 
Employment and Immigration 
Commission. For a time you 
will still see local offices iden- 
tified as Canada Manpower 
Centres or Unemployment In- 
surance Offices. When they are 
brought together in one loca- 
tion, they will be called Canada 
Employment Centres (CECs). 


Agricultural Services 


In an effort to ensure a stable 
and viable agricultural industry, 
sufficient to meet the demand 
for food, the federal govern- 
ment has many programs and 
services available to farmers 
and ranchers. 


Agricultural 
Stabilization Board 


The federal government, by 
statute, has provided for price 
stabilization to help the farmer 
realize a fair return for both 
his work and his financial in- 
vestment. It also wants to 
maintain a balance between the 
market price and the cost of 
supplies and services to the 
farmer. 


The Agricultural Stabilization 
Act ensures the support of 
prices for nine commodities: 
cattle, pigs, sheep, butter, 
cheese, eggs, wheat, oats and 
barley. The support price is 
established for a whole pro- 
duction period.

Small Farms 


If you’re planning to sell your 
farm or expand your operation 
by buying another farm, you 
may qualify for assistance 
under the Small Farm Develop- 
ment Program, which is oper- 
ated by the federal government, 
the provincial departments of 
agriculture and the Farm Credit 
Corporation (FCC). 


The program provides cash 
assistance grants and other 
benefits to the small farm oper- 
ator who wishes to retire or 
take advantage of alternative 
opportunities. It also assists 
low-income farmers to acquire 
additional land that becomes 
available. 


In addition to financial assis- 
tance, confidential counselling 
and a listing service for farmers 
who wish to buy or sell a small 
farm are available. 


Since the program was intro- 
duced in 1972, some 4,000 grants 
have been approved and about 
600 farmers have received 
credit for farm purchases.

Farm Syndicates 


To overcome the high cost of 
individual ownership of ma- 
chinery, buildings and installed 
equipment, the federal gov- 
ernment with the Farm Credit 
Corporation (FCC) may provide 
the financial means for farmers 
to act co-operatively. 


To be eligible, a syndicate (a 


group of three or more farmers, 
the majority of whom have 
farming as their principal occu- 
pation), must sign an agree- 
ment acceptable to the FCC 
with respect to the use of 
machinery, equipment or build- 
ings. Cooperative farm asso- 
ciations and certain farming 
corporations may also qualify 
as syndicates. 


An example of syndicate shar- 
ing would be three farmers, 
each with a livestock, forage 
crop and grain operation shar- 
ing the use of a forage har- 
vester and other matched for- 
age handling equipment to 
their mutual advantage.

Crop Insurance 


The federal government can 
guarantee the stability of your 
income against crop losses. The 
crop insurance plan insures 
farmers against specific risks 
and guarantees a set level of 
production at a determined 
price. The federal government 
makes financial contributions 
to all crop insurance plans that 
are approved and administered 
by the provinces.

Health of Animals 


Given the time, energy and cost 
of maintaining a dairy farm, 

a top priority is to protect the 
health of the herd. The federal 
government has veterinary 
agents located in all regions 
where dairy farms exist.

Fisheries 


In the past, Canadian fishermen 
have enjoyed an enviable 
freedom to fish wherever and 
whatever they wished, in 
waters teeming with fish in 
seemingly endless abundance. 


In recent years things have 
changed. Massive fishing opera- 
tions by foreign fleets, par- 
ticularly off the east coast, have 
had severe effects on the 
Canadian fishing industry. The 
fish that used to be there in 
plenty have been harvested to 
excess and in some cases, it 
seems almost uneconomical to 
go out and catch them. 


As a result, the federal govern- 
ment plays an active role, in 
co-operation with fishermen 
and processors, to promote the 
development of a prosperous 
and vigorous fishing industry, 
which will not only benefit 
fishermen but all Canadians. 


Services to Fishermen 


In addition to financial aid, the 
federal government has ex- 
tended the fisheries zone to 
200 miles off Canada’s coasts. 
It has imposed regulations, 
including catch quotas, and en- 
sures that these regulations 
are enforced. 


It also offers services directly 
to fishermen. For example, if 
you are planning to build a 
fishing boat, the government 
can defray 35 per cent of the 
cost. Another service is the 
payment of special Unemploy- 
ment Insurance benefits to 
self-employed fishermen. These 
benefits are explained in a 
small booklet entitled Fishing 
isn’t just another job, which 
can be obtained by writing to:

Regional Development 
Subsidies 


Economic wealth and natural 
resources have not been spread 
evenly across our country. 
Thus regional disparity exists 
which is a real concern of 

the federal government. To 
generate a balanced economic 
growth and more employment 
opportunities in all regions 

of Canada, the government of- 
fers incentives to business and 
industry to undertake projects 
in designated slow-growth 
regions. These areas, as of 
February, 1978, comprised the 
Atlantic provinces, the North- 
west Territories, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, parts of Ontario, 
Alberta and British Columbia 
and most of the Province of 
Quebec. 


If you are establishing new 
manufacturing or processing 
facilities or expanding or 
modernizing an existing plant 
in a slow-growth area, you 
may be eligible for a cash grant 
or loan guarantee. You don’t 
have to be big to qualify — a 
project with capital costs as 
low as $5,000 may be eligible if 
it creates at least five new 
jobs. Projects approved have 
included small feed mills, large 
steel mills, and plants to pro- 
cess lobster and frozen French 
fries.

If you have a project that you 
cannot undertake without 
financial assistance, you may 
be eligible for subsidies from 
the federal government through 
the Program for Export Market 
Development (PEMD). This 
program encourages and helps 
Canadian companies to enter 
new export markets and to 
undertake additional export 
development. Incentives are in 
the form of financial contri- 
butions where there is a need 
to share the risk. 


Contributions are repayable if 
export sales are achieved; they 
are not repayable if sales or 
contracts are not obtained. 


Trade Commissioner 
Service 


The Trade Commissioner Ser- 
vice strives to promote Cana- 
dian exports and to protect 
Canadian commercial interests 
abroad. As well, it can provide 
you with information on a 
country’s economy, markets, 
and credit system. In 1976, the 
service’s network of 89 offices 
in 67 countries responded to 
35,000 requests for assistance 
from Canadian businesses 

and directed 45,000 inquiries 
from foreign buyers to the 
attention of Canadian industry.

Would you accept the oppor- 
tunity to discover Canada, to 
learn more about yourself, to 
take on tough physical chal- 
lenges, to become more aware 
of your environment?

Katimavik, an Inuit word for 
“meeting place,” is a national 
youth service funded by the 
federal government. Its objec- 
tives are to serve Canadian 
communities, to aid in the per- 
sonal development of its par- 
ticipants, to encourage envi- 
ronmental awareness and to 
provide opportunities for a 
greater understanding of the 
country. 


The program runs for nine 
months and involves groups of 
approximately 30 participants 
assigned to three successive 
projects (one of which is ina 
francophone environment), in 
three different provinces where 
they spend approximately 
three months each. 


Projects are developed in co- 
operation with local communi- 
ties and might involve such 
activities as environmental 
clean-up, trail cutting, improve- 
ment of recreational facilities, 
aiding the elderly and handi- 
capped, and working with chil- 
dren and youth in day care 

or recreation centres. 


As well there are cultural and 
educational aspects that 
include structured and infor- 
mal learning ranging from 
language and interpersonal

This country’s museums have a 
great deal to tell us about our 
history, heritage and the bonds 
that unite our diverse cultures. 
The National Museums of 
Canada has helped museums 
from coast to coast and, in the 
past decade, has created a net- 
work of 25 associate museums, 
including four national muse- 
ums in Ottawa. 


The National Museums of 
Canada administers a series of 
national programs, including a 
fleet of ‘‘Museumobiles” that 
take exhibits into rural areas; 
a computerized national inven- 
tory of museum objects; the 
Canadian Conservation Insti- 
tute, which provides research, 
advice and skilled care to pro- 
tect national treasures, and a 
program which co-ordinates 
international exchanges of 
exhibitions. In 1976, the Inter- 
national Program gave nearly 
100,000 visitors to the Montreal 
Museum of Fine Arts the 
opportunity to view master 
paintings from the Hermitage 


and the State Russian Museum 
in Leningrad. 


Finally, there is the “Discovery 
Train,” a half-mile of dramatic 
multisensory exhibits of our 
natural and human history, 
expected to reach three million 
Canadians a year.

We are becoming increasingly aware of our environ-

Pollution 


The government protects our 
environment through a number 
of laws regarding air, water 
and noise pollution; contami- 
nants; solid waste manage- 
ment, and environmental emer- 
gencies. It works closely with 
provincial agencies and indus- 
try, and ensures that these 
laws are observed and en- 
forced. Activities undertaken 
by the government include the 
clean-up of installations under 
government jurisdiction, the 
disposal of dangerous mater- 
ials, and protection from 
excessive noise.

Protection of Forests 


The fact that our forests cover 
4.4 million square kilometers 
from.the Atlantic to the Pacific 
may lead some to believe that 
this is one resource we don’t 
have to worry about. However, 
when one considers the des- 
tructive forces that threaten 
the survival of our forests, we 
can appreciate the govern- 
ment’s concern with the con- 
servation and preservation of 
this resource. The forests can 
live with browsing animals, 
bark-eating rodents, seed- 
eating birds and extreme 
weather conditions but they 
are vulnerable to fire, harmful 
insects, disease and man. 


The federal government is also 
involved in research regarding 
improved practices by indus- 
try, the environmental effects 
of these practices and other 
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human activities on the forests, 
and forest products. Advice 
and co-operation are also pro- 
vided in forest development in 
Canada and abroad. 


There are many interesting 
publications and fact sheets 
available on such subjects as 
careers in forestry, maple 
sugar production, conservation 
activities, forest fires and 
spruce budworms. If you would 
like to receive information on 
a particular subject send your 
request to:

Land Use 


We sometimes forget, when 
purchasing such items as meat, 
poultry, dairy products, vege- 
tables and fruit, that these 
products come from the land. 
Without agricultural lands, we 
would find ourselves in great 
discomfort — food would be 
scarce and prices astronomical. 


The federal government is con- 
cerned with the rapid loss of 
agricultural lands and, looking 
to the future, has developed 

a method of projecting the 
demand for agricultural land 
and the availability of land to 
satisfy that need. Other areas 
of interest shared with the 
provincial governments are the 
distribution of land suitable for 
outdoor recreation, the demand 
and availability of land for 
such uses as forestry, the 
amount of despoiled land and 
the conversion of land to 
urban uses.

Protection of Wildlife 


Man shares the world with 
birds, fish and other animals. 
Like them, he depends on the 
land, vegetation, water and air 
for survival. Any massive 
changes in the environment 
that affect wildlife must even- 
tually affect man. 


One concern of the federal 
government is the preservation 
of our wildlife — everything 
from migratory birds and the 
endangered peregrine falcons, 
to wood bison and polar bears. 


Through the Canadian Wildlife 
Service (CWS), the government 
protects and manages migra- 
tory birds under international 
treaty and participates in many 
wildlife research and manage- 
ment projects. 


These projects include study- 
ing and compiling data on the 
distribution, migration habits, 
food sources and diseases of 
birds and animals. Surveys are 
made of breeding grounds in 
an attempt to maintain opti- 
mum populations of game 
birds. National Wildlife Areas 
have been created to provide 
safe breeding, feeding and 
resting places for migratory 
birds. The CWS works with 
the Armed Forces to devise 
ways of eliminating aircraft 
collisions with birds and 
advises farmers on ways of 
preventing damage by water- 
fowl to prairie cereal crops. In 
addition the CWS, with the 
provinces and territories, sets 
dates for hunting seasons and 
bag limits on migratory game 
birds. 


The Canadian Wildlife Service 
also publishes a wide range 

of technical and general infor- 
mation pamphlets and spon- 
sors feature-length films on 
wildlife and the service’s 
activities.

Canada’s National 
Parks 


In a world characterized by 
rapid technological advance- 
ment and industrialization, 
Canadians are learning that the 
quality of life we are seeking 
cannot be solely achieved 
through material success. We 
need special places that offer 


an alternative to the confor- 
mity of our surroundings — 
places in which we can relate 
to the natural world and that 
will, perhaps, remind us of our 
historical past. 


We have these places. They 
are our national parks and 
national historic parks and 
sites which are established and 
maintained for all Canadians 
by Parks Canada. 


There are 28 national parks in 
Canada from Terra Nova on 
the east coast of Newfound- 
land to Pacific Rim on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island; 
from Point Pelee on the most 
southerly tip of mainland 
Canada to Auyuittug on Baffin 
Island inside the Arctic Circle. 
Whatever you prefer in terms 
of scenery, be it rugged coastal 
cliffs, calm glassy lakes, sandy 
beaches or snow-capped moun- 
tains, there is a national park 
to accommodate your taste. 


Since 1955, more than 70 his- 
toric parks and major sites 
have been created and about 
650 persons, places and events 
have been commemorated. 
Parks Canada turns back the 
clock to offer Canadians a look 
at people and places from our 
colourful past.

After you have filled in the 
required information, which 
must include the name of a 
guarantor who fulfils the con- 
ditions listed on the form, 
attach two photographs of 
yourself, your birth certificate 
or citizenship certificate and a 
certified cheque or money 
order for the required amount, 
and send it to:

If you’re in a foreign country 
and you find yourself in need 
of assistance due to illness, an 
accident, theft of your money 
or some similar misfortune, 
don’t hesitate to request help 
from the nearest Canadian 
diplomatic or consular office. 
Representatives of the Cana- 
dian government will give 
advice appropriate to the cir- 
cumstances and they will do 
their best to provide you with 
the required services. If need 
be, they will also help you con- 
tact a doctor, hospital, lawyer 
or family back home. A word 
of warning: our government 
representatives cannot inter- 
vene in any country’s legal 
proceedings in which you may 
be involved. 


If you find yourself in an area 
where there are civil distur- 
bances or natural disasters, 
contact your nearest Canadian 
diplomatic or consular office 
immediately. There are more 
than 100 Canadian embassies 
and consulates around the 
world to serve you. 


Airports 


When going abroad, your trip 
usually begins at one of Can- 
ada’s major airports. The fed- 
eral government, which oper- 
ates such airports as Mirabel 
and the Toronto International 
Airport, does everything pos- 
sible to ensure that your trip 

gets off to a good start. 


The government provides num- 


erous safety-oriented services: 
air traffic control, airport 
security and maintenance, air- 
craft inspections, training 
standards for pilots, telecom- 
munications, and meteorolo- 
gical services. As well, compe- 
tent personnel are available 

to aid travellers with small 
children and passengers who 
require special assistance. 


In co-operation with other 
nations, the Canadian govern- 
ment ensures that international 
aviation standards are upheld 
so, regardless of one’s destina- 
tion, passenger safety and well- 
being are of prime importance.

You don’t have to live in the 
National Capital Region to

The cartoonist notwithstand- 
ing, public servants do far 
more than paperwork. Truck 
drivers, teachers, lawyers, 
gardeners, clerical workers,

As a respected member of the 
world community, Canada 
engages in a broad range of 
international activities. These 
include diplomatic relations, 
trade activities, immigration 
services and the conduct of 
cultural and information pro- 
grams about Canada. 


Three government departments 
offer careers abroad: External 
Affairs; Industry, Trade and 
Commerce and Employment 
and Immigration. Foreign serv- 
ice officers are recruited by 
these departments through 
annual competitions that are 
co-ordinated by the Public 
Service Commission. These 
competitions, which involve a 
written examination, take place 
in the fall at centres located 
across Canada.
